JUDGES’ RIGHT TO COMMENT. 

In today’s Constitution Dr. Sam 
W. Small, of the Washington staff, 
discusses the criticisms of jury 
trials that have naturally resulted 
from the flagrant miscarriage of 
justice in the recent acquittal, in 
the district court, of Harry Sinclair, 
charged with conspiracy to defraud 
the government in connection with 
the naval oil reserve leases. 


The verdict shocked the nation, 
coming as it did in the face of the 
disclosures before the senate inves- 
tigating committee, and the written 
opinions rendered by the circuit 
court of appeals, and the United 
States supreme court, both of which 
great tribunals of leading jurists in 
America, had declared the lease 
made by Fall to Sinclair to have 
beén conceived and executed in 
fraud and corruption. 

The “‘trial by jury system” comes. 
down to us from the old English 
laws, and is generally considered an 
institution of government that is a 
bulwark of civilized liberty. 

But it is abused, and the evil 
seems to grow. 

In Georgia, state judges are in- 
hibited by law from commenting on 
the evidence and its trend. They 
can only state the law as applying 
to the evidence. 

In the federal courts judges have 
the privilege of comment on the 
trend of the evidence. They have 
the right to disqualify jurors, and 
to speak frankly their convictions 
as to the testimony of witnesses, 
these rights applying in both civil 
and criminal causes. 

_Judges are supposed to be chosen 
by reason of their knowledge of the 
law, by their moral fitness, and by 
their ability to administer law with 
justice, moderation and wisdom to 
all parties concerned. 

The same rights now exercised, 
through the federal law, by federal 
judges, might be extended to advan- | 
tage to the superior court judges. 

It would serve to strengthen the 
jury system, and thereby prevent 
just Such miscarriages of justice as 
that which has recently astounded 
and humiliated the nation. 

In this connection, however, it | 
hould be taken into account that 
the\Unitéd States senate has re-| 
cently pas’? a bill which seeks to 
withdraw from “federal judges their 
right, as at present exercised, to 
comment upon the trend of the evi- 
dence and to thus ‘safeguard the 
rights of litigants, imperilled often 
by “jury box styffing,” and by dis- 
torted, entangled and misleading 
testimony that, by sharp pret | 
tioners, can be made wholly mis- 
understandable to the average ju- 
ror, aS such jurors are at present 
. chosen. 

Such a bill, if it should pass the | 
house end become a law, would:

Did Pontius Pilate in later life 


write an extensive apology for his 
part in the crucifixion?

book, purporting to be the Judean 
preconsul’s correspondence on the sub- 
ject of Christ's condemnation. Renan 
said that Pilate. was indifferent to 
Jewish religious quarrels and other 
theologians and archaeologists share 
this view. It is more than likely that 
Pontius Pilate regarded all forms of 
supernaturalism with an even and dis- 
dainful toleration.

been a human life at stake he might 


have told the accusers of Christ to

Most hotels follow the theorr, first 


‘laid down and capitalized by the late 


George C. Boldt, that the guest is al- 
Ways right. Boldt would not even 
employ former salesmen in any posi- 
tion of consequence at his famous 
hotel. He confided to me one time 
that he was particularly averse to em- 
ploying anyone who had ever been a 
life insuranee salesman.

Health Talks 


AN OUTLINE OF HYGIENE. 

Ne. 27.—Seurces of Infection. 

The majority of people acquire from 
trade announcements, sales talk and 
the like such knowledge as they may 
have about sanitary questions, espe- 
cially sanitary questions as these ap- 
ply to the individual and the home. 
Here and there one finds individual 
vendors or perhaps lines or classes 
of trade that merit implicit confi- 
dence, though the ancient principle, 
caveat emptor—let the buyer beware— 
is still in effect so far as the sanitary 
factor is -concerned. For example, 
consider the childlike faith the aver- 
age customer has in the “healing’’ 


power of his favorite ‘“‘antiseptic” nos- 
trum. Some cities have strict. ordi- 
nancés forbidding the sale of secbnd- 
hand mattresses, but none forbidding 
the sale of second-hand clothing. The 
only explanation one can conceive for 
such a curious inconsistency is that 
the sale of the former does not bene- 
trade whereas the sale of the latter 
oes. 

Although disease germs are “bugs” 
in popular parlance, these Microscopic 
organisms are more like plants than 
like animals in character. Is it not 
ridiculous to think of plants “lurk- 
ing’? or traveling or moving about 
automatically and without conveyor 
or carrier? Lest there be some doubt 
about it, Ill answer the question my- 
self. The fancy that germs or bac- 
teria or microbes, whichever you pre- 
fer to call them,. can move an inch 
of their own activity, is absurd. No 
known disease virus or infection can 
travel in the air. Even the breath, the 
expired air, of a person ill of tubercu- 
losis, scarlet fever or other infectious 
disease, is germ free if the patient is 
not coughing, sneezing or talking at 
the moment. Physicians have long 
known this and based their aseptic 
technic on it, in attending the sick. 
The Jaity, however, still imagines that 
the virus or infection is in the air 
in the neighborhood of such diseases 


, and especially in the patient’s breath.

Washington, April 29.—( Special.) 
The American Law Institute,

With some- 
thing like bitter sarcasm he spoke of 
those “gentlemen who are unfortu- 
nate enough to be convicted of 
crimes” and yet are allowed long sea- 
sons of liberty and contemplation be- 
fore being compelled to pay their dues 
to society. With the Sinclair and 
Miller cases within sweep of the pub- 
lie eye the speech of the eminent chiet 
justice took on impressive significance.

Webb and Ryder, in their book, 
“Recovery Record,’ written for. the 
use of the layman, state that the 
healthy adult incurs less risk in living 
with a tuberculosis patient than rid- 
ing downtown in an automobile, IF 
the rules regarding coughing, expec- 
toration and cleanliness are scrupu- 
lously followed. They go on to state, 
“This, however, does NOT apply to 
children. A child, especially a baby, 
is in deadly danger whenever an in- 
dividual with open tuberculosis feeds 
or kisses him, or even holds or talks 
to him to his face.” 


Your sister evidently does not real- 
ize the danger of her infecting your lit- 
tle boy, but she must be made to real- 
ize it, Mrs. M. I would have a frank 
talk with her and tell her that unless 
she does use her own dishes and is 
scrupulously careful of her expectora- 
tion, destroying them and washing 
her -hands immediately afterwards, 
and follows out carefully all of the 
other hygienic rules in that disease, 
you will have to have her put into a 
county institution. It is a question 
of hurting your sister’s feelings or 
risking your child’s life and, of 
course, there is no doubt as to which 
choice you must make. 


Yes, a thorough examination by a 
competent physician would show 
whether there were any infection al- 
ready in the boy. This finicky appe- 
tite he has is not altogether a good 
sign. One of the best  preventives 
against tuberculosis is correct nutri- 
tion, so you must devise means to 
make him eat more vegetables and 
fruit and to have at least a quart of 
milk daily. Put a little chocolate with 
it or any other flavoring he likes, if 
necessary. I would advise you to 
give him liver three or four times a 
week. Let him be out of doors as 
much as he possibly can. 

You should have a book on the diet 
and care of children, Mrs. M. -We 
have such a list which you may have 
by sending two cents in coin and a 
self-addressed, stamped envelope. We 
also have a list of books on  tubercu- 
losis which you may have for two 
cents more.

FOR PHONE. SERVICE 


A new plan of rendering bills for 
telephone service will be introduced 
in Atlanta starting with charges for 
June, 1928, exchange service. Instead 
of all subscribers’ bills going out on 
the first of the month as at present, 
the billing will be divided into six 
equal groups, each group of bills, be- 
ing mailed shortly after their date. 

It is stated that the new billinz 
plan permits the work of preparing 
bills to be spread throughout the 
month, thus enabling the telephone 
company to give its patrons a more ef- 
ficient billing and business office serv- 
ice. Charges for long distance service 
and additional local messages, if any, 
on each bill will include items up 
to the date of the bill, while in the 
past such charges have always been 
placed on the bills up to the twen- 
tieth of the preceding month. 

Under the new plan, telephone sub- 
scribers in the Main and Madison ex- 
changes will continue to receive their 
bills dated the first of each month, 
while other subscribers will receive 
their bills as follows: Dearborn and 
Franklin, dated the sixth; Ivy and 
Huntley, dated the eleventh; West and 
Fairfax, dated the sixteenth; Hemlock 
and Geneva, dated the twenty-first, 
and Walnut dated the twenty-sixth of 
each month. 

It will be necessary during the 
change from the present method of 
billing to include charge for local serv- 
ice, long distance service and tele- 
grams for other than normal periods, 
it is announced.

FACES NEW CRISIS 


London, April 29.—(United News.) 
British diplomacy will face another 
serious situation in Anglo-Egyptian 
relations Monday when the new as- 
semblies bill comes before the senate 
in Cairo. 

Both British and Egyptian diplo- 
mats are concerned over the possi- 


bility of another crisis arising in the 
now somewhat over:iadowed position 
existing between the two countries. 
It is pointed out in well informed 
circles here that regardless of whether 
the measure is passed or rejected, 
the senate’s vote, it is felt, inevitably 
will lead to a revival of Anglo-Egyp- 
tian tension. 

Since the new measure provides for 
severe penalties in the event police in- 
terfere with assemblies -and posses- 
sions unless an .actual breach of the 
peace occurs, Great Brifain considers 
the proposed law is a grave and defi- 
nite challenge to the British position 
in Egypt as set forth in the declara- 
tion of 1922. In this declaration, 
Great Britain, along with other 
things, guaranteed and made herself 
responsible for the interests of for- 
eigners in Egypt. 

The British position on the pro- 
posed law, as recently revealed by a 
note from Sir Awsten Chamberlain, 
the foreign secretary, to the Egyp- 
tian government, is that the passage 
of the law would constitute a defiance 
of Great Britain and an impediment 
to the British in carrying out their 
guarantee to protect foreign interests. 

On the other hand, many Egyptians 
resent Great Britain’s apprehensions 
over the situation, and to qualify their 
cgntention that Egyptian’ national 
pride has been offended, declare that 
Egypt is capable of defending foreign 
the assis- 


tance of the British. 

The Egyptians also stress that 
should the measure be defeated im- 
tense anger would be aroused within 
the wafd, the nationalist party, which 
would be likely to result in démon- 
strations or serious incidents. 

Meanwhile, feeliig continues in 
both countries over the recent rejec- 
tion by Egypt of the new Anglo- 
Egyptian treaty, the Egyptians con- 
tending that the treaty gave them 
little more than they now have, the 
British arguing that the treaty made 
great concessions to the Egyptians. 

In view of this feeling and the fact 
that another crisis in the affairs of 
the two countries might he serious, 
both ‘sides are looking forward to 
Monday’s session of the senate with 
more than casual interest.

Gainesville,’ Ga:, April 29.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Nearly 1,000 Gainesville citi- 
zens, both white and ‘colored, attend- 
eid a mass meeting held Saturday at 
the court house in behalf of Paine 
college, of Augusta, the meeting. con- 
eluding the Atlanta district confer- 
ence, presided over by the Rev. J. D. 
Hudson, of Atlanta. 

The principal speakers were Tresi- 
dent R. S. Tomlin and Vice President 
J. A. Martin, who brought out that 
the south is the negro’s natural home 
and that the white population should 
see to it that members of the colored 
race are provided with the very best 
training, for the school room as well 
as for the pulpit. Dr. Martin stated 
that while Tuskegee and Hampton 
gave training for the earning of a liv- 
ing in the business world, church 
schools myst be provided for the train- 
ing of making a life of Christianity. 
“Paine college,” he said, “is one of 
the church institutions that are mak- 
ing.an effort to train negro pastors. 

Dr. Tomlin stated that ignorance 
and poverty were the negro peonle’s 
two outstanding hindrances. He nlead- 
ei for a “million-dollar” Paine col- 
lege, and stated that he is planning a
